Death ok Commodore Newton.— Our commu- 
nity. <ays the Washington Union tf Ween | y 
will not soon recover from the seock v. hich it receiv- 
ed yesterday afternoon by the sudden death of Com- 
modore John T. Newton, whose courtesy, accom- 
plishments, bravery, and gallant bearing in the most 
trying situations have added so much lustre to the 
American Navy. H e was a memt>er of one of the 
Naval Courts of Inquiry now sitting in this city, 
and at the time of its adjournment at noon yester- 
day, appeared to be in the enjoyment of his custom- 
ary vigorous health.

ARRIVAL OF THE ARIEL. 

The freedom of the citv of London was presented 
to H. R. H. the Prince Frederick William of Prus- 
sia, together with a congratulating address from the 
Corporation on his approaching marriage. The cer- 
emony excited considerable interest. 

The accounts of the crops from Germanv and 
Sweden speak favorably in reference to th- "forth- 
coming harvest. 

The Government papers in Paris have received 
notice to suspend their discussions on the question of 
the Isthmus of Suez, and on Lord Palmerston's 
speech on that subject. 

All the most influential communities of Calcutta, 
including the Mabommedans, had presented ad- 
dresses to the Government, containing assurances 
of their loyalty. 

Immediately on receipt of the news in London a 
cabinet council was held. Sir Colin Campbell, with 
the true spirit of a gallant soldier, at once consented 
to go out to take the vacant command, and left Lon- 
don without 24 hours' notice en route to Marseilles, 
where he embarked for India. The 14,000 troops 
under orders for India were to be sent immediately, 
and to be followed by other reinforcements of Euro- 
jiean troops us soon as ships and stores could be got 
ready. 

From China we learn that the gunboats had gone 
up the Canton river to attack the Mandarian junks 
General Gavrett and his staffhad arrived. Tea was 
going down freely to Loo-chow-foo, where all was 
quiet. A battle had been fought between the Im- 
perialists and the rebels above Loo-chow-foo, and it 
was believed that the Imperialists had been victori- 
ous. Canton was suffering from famine. Sir John 
Cow ring had intimated that compensation for loss 
sustained b>- British subjects would be demant 
from the Chinese government. 

The Mutiny in India.— In the House of Lords, the 
Earl of Clarendon read the following telegraphic 
despatches as presenting a summary of the Litest 
intelligence from India: 

"From Agra to Bombay. 

"From Lieutenant Governor to Lord Elphinstone. 

"Dated June 11, 7 40 a. m 

'•Mr. (ireathed. agent to Lieutenant Governor, 
writ from before Celhi, June 8: 'We have made 
good our point to-day and we are now encamped on 
the parade ground with the heights between the can 
tonments and the city in our hands, and in a posi 
Hon to commence the siege at once. The enemy 
had taken up a strong position at Badulla Seraja, 
which was carried with the capture of all the guns. 
The puisuit was so sharp that the gunners threw 
themselves off their horses and left the field pieces 
standing on the road. The heavy guns remain in 
position; 26 guns in all have been captured to-day, 
and large quantities of ammunition and intrenching 
tools. 

[From Indore to ltombay.] 
From Col. Durand to Lord Elphinstone. 

Dated June 13, 11:17 A. M. 
•From Saugor, under date the 10th. received in- 
formation that the troops at Jhansi and Nowgong 
have mutinied; the Agra and ('awn pore dawks 
have been cut off. At Jhansi the European officers' 
families massacred in the fort, a Rajah set up by the 
troops, and Booudala forces being raised. Particu- 
lars of Nowgong mutiLy have not reached Indore, 
Mhow quiet, but temper of troops, especially wing 
of cavalry, uncertain. Infantry of Malwa Contin- 
gent liehaving with remarkable fidelity."

FASHIONABLE WORLD OUT OF TOWN*. 

At this season when all the world are out of 
towu, and the city left to the mercy of the 
poorer class of tradespeople, unlucky paragraph- 
ists, and Irish laborers, New York presents anything 
but a striking aspect in point of fashionable impor- 
tance.

Of course, fashion in the Metropolis 
is en dishabille, and would be much more picturesque 
on canvas, straw, or paper. The light blue l>onnets 
and green dresses, the red shawls and yellow gloves, 
with kindred incongruities are quite overwhelming, 
and the attempts in the wav of hoops surprising. 
A specimen was seen in Broadway yesterday, which 
convulsed with merriment all who came near it. 

This was iu the person of an extraordinarily- 
large, fat woman who sailed along majestically, 
conscious of being the object of particular attention. 
Her face was like a very large round of beef and 
body in proportion, and over her immense "skele- 
ton" hoops, she wore a dress of flowing white muslin, 
from beneath which brown gaiters of elephatine 
prop ortions stood out in bold relief.

The Jerks. — In 1804, I first witnessed that 
strange exercise, "the jerks," although I had 
heard much about it before. It took subjects from 
all denominations and all classes of society, even 
the wicked; but it prevailed chiefly among Presby- 
terians. I will give some instances: 

A Mr. Doke, a Presbyterian clergyman, of high 
standing, having charge of a congregation in Jones- 
boro', was the first man of eminence in this region 
that came under its influence.

' ■ exercise was over, he would return to the church, 



calm aud rational as ever. Sometimes, at hotels, this 
affection would visit persons, causing them, for 
example, in the very act of raising the glass to their 
lips, to jerk and throw the liquor to the ceiling, 
much to the merriment of some and to the alarm of 
others. I have often seen ladies take it at the 
breakfast table; as they were pouring out tea or cof- 
fee, they would throw the contents toward the ceil- 
ing, and sometimes break the cup aud saucer. Then 
hastening from the table, their long suits of braided 
hair, hanging down their backs, would crack like a 
whip. For a time, the jeiks were the main topic of 
conversation, public and private, l>oth in the church 
and out. Various opinions w ere expressed concerning 
it — some ascribing it to the devil, others to an oppo- 
site source; some striving against it, others courting 
it as the power of God unto salvation. In many 
cases its consequences were disastrous, in some fa- 
tal. 

A preacher, who, in early life, was a dancingmas- 
ter, joined the conference, anil, when the jerks were 
at their height, was stationed on this circuit. He 
declared it was of the devil, and that he would 
preach it out of the Methodist Church. He com- 
menced the work with great zeal and high expecta- 
tions; but, before he had got once round, he took the 
jerks himself — or, lather, they took him. When the 
fit began, he would say, "Ah, yes! O, no!" At 
every jerk he used his "hands and arms as if he was 
playing the violin. One morning, being seized as 
he was going to his appointment, he let go the bridle, 
and the horse ran off till he was stopped by a gate. 
The rider having dismounted in order to steady 
himself, laid hold of the pailiugs of the fence, 
which, unfortunately, gave way; the lady of the 
house coming to the door to see what was the mat- 
ter, heightened his niortiticatiop.. Attempting to 
hide himself by running inio the orchard, iiis strange 
movement, as he ran liddling along, attracted the 
attention of the hounds, the whole pack of which 
pursued him with hideius yells Being afraid of 
dogs he turned and went into the house by the back 
door, and, running up stiirs, jumped into a l)ed, 
where he lay till the tit was over. His proud heart 
would not submit, and the disease, as he termed it, 
growing worse and worse, he gave up the circuit, 
and w ithdrew in retirement, where his sun went 
dow n under a cloud. Poor man! I loved him. 

Usually the subjects of this strange affection were 
happy when they had it, and happy w hen it passed 
off, and it did them no haini.

dav, such as Win. M'Keiidree and Thos. Wilkerson,

On Monday morning I PBCScbi d. preceded 
by the venerable Yaii|>elt, w ho 1 ft the congregation 
calmly and silently weeping. I arose, like most 
men who know nothing, fearing nothing, and under- 
took to account for the jerks. The preachers looked 
frightened and the audience astonished. I viewed 
it as a judgment of God. 

Taking a compendious view of the nations, I 
showed that God was ju«t as well as merciful, and 
his judgments, though long delayed, sure to come. 
I adverted to the wickedness of the people, enlarg- 
ing on their intolerance and bigotry, charging that 
middle Tennessee had gone as far as any part of the 
United States in those particulars. I glanced at the 
rise of Methodism and the persecutions it had en- 
dured, and quoted the tauniing language of its ene- 
mies, "Ye are hypocrites and can cease shouting if 
you will." After a pause, I exclaimed, at the top 
of my voice, "Do yom leave oft' jerking if you can. ' 
It was estimated that instantly more than five hun- 
dred persons commenced jumping, shouting, and 
jerking. There was no more preaching that day.
